Blues  retain  CIAU  women’s  title 

Marie-Therese  Armentero  named  Swimmer  of  the  year

The  Varsity  Blues  Swim 
teams  capped  off  another  very 
successful  season  by  hosting  a 
very  competitive  CIAU 
Championship  earlier  this 
month. 

Blues'  coaches  Byron 
MacDonald  and  Neil  Harvey  took 
the  traditional  plunge  in  the 
pool  as  the  U  of  T  women  beat 
Calgary  by  a  larger-than- 
expected  margin,  with  524 
points  to  Calgary's  417.  UBC 
was  third  with  272.5. 

The  Varsity  men  held  on  to 
second  place  with  399.5  points 
and  edged  out  the  much- 
improved  teams  from  Victoria 
(  360)  and  Alberta  (315.5)  . 
Calgary  took  the  men's  team 
title  with  592.5  points. 

Toronto's  Marie-Therese 
Armentero  was  named  CIAU 
Female  Swimmer  of  the  year  for 
her  stellar  performances:  she 
won  gold  medals  in  the  50m  and 
100m  freestyle  and  the  100m 
backstroke,  setting  CIAU 
records  in  all  three,  and  a 
Canadian  Open  record  (25.47) 
in  the  50  free.  "H.-T."  has 
already  been  named  to  the 
Swiss  team  for  the  1988 
Olympics  in  Seoul. 

Andrea  Schloegl  garnered  a 


for  the  bronze  in  the  200m 
butterfly,  and  rookie  Linda 
Gardiner  earned  bronze  in  the 
800m  freestyle. 

Special  recognition  must 
also  be  given  to  the  other 
members  of  the  team,  on  whom 
Blues  victory  depended.  Jill 
Greenlaw,  Julie  Hashimoto,  and 
Michelle  VanBeusekom  achieved 
numerous  personal  bests,  as 
did  co-captain  Mary- Anne 
Runge,  who  was  spirited  both 
in  and  out  of  the  water. 

Kim  Smylie  and  Andrea 
Maechler  never  let  up  against 
the  Calgary  onslaught, 
managing  several  fourth-place 
finishes  and  some  season  best 
times.  Both  girls  were  not 
fully  rested,  and  Maechler 
will  soon  be  taking  off  for 
Olympic  trials  in  her  native 
Switzerland. 

For  co-captain  Deanne 
Weber,  the  CIAUs  marked 
the  end  of  a  successful  four 
years  with  the  Blues  --  her 
cheery  smile  will  surely  be 
missed . 

All  of  the  relays  were 
made  more  exciting  by  the 
intense  rivalry  with  Calgary.

Tennis  Reminiscences 


On  the  occasion  of  the  60th 
anniversary  of  the  first 
Intercollegiate  Women's  Tennis 
championship  tournament,  'Out 
of  the  Blue'  editors  are 
delighted  to  receive  the 
following  addition  to  'Varsity 
Women's  Sports  History'  from 
JOYCB  FINLAY  MUDGB  2T8,  Senior 
T-Holder  and  member  of  the 
first  invitational  Inter¬ 
collegiate  championship  team. 

"In  the  autumn  of  1924, 
Dorothy  Fraser  (2T8)  and  I 
entered  the  Ladies  singles  at 
the  international  Tennis 
Championships  in  Niagara 
Falls,  Ontario.  Dorothy  won 
the  championship  and  I  placed 
second . 

Both  of  us  entered  Trinity 
that  autumn  and  were  keen  to 
play  tennis  at  Varsity. 
Dorothy  was  a  natural  athlete 
and  there  seemed  no  doubt  that 
she  would  win  the  coveted 
Senior  T  in  basketball. 
However,  my  best  sport  was 
tennis  but,  alas,  there  was  no 
intercollegiate  tennis  for 
women . 

In  my  third  and  fourth 
years  I  served  on  the  WAA 
executive  and  had  the  temerity 
to  ask  Miss  A. E.  Marie  Parkes, 
the  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the 
WAA  why  there  was  no  Inter¬ 
collegiate  tennis.  With  her 
usual  enthusiasm  she  suggested 
'  t/ia  X .  w,ci.,te_  to.  the  _  .O.o  t  of  i  o_, 
l  universities  and  to  McGill 
|  concerning  their  interest  in 
intercollegiate  tennis. 

Queen's  replied  in  the 
ffirmative  and  on  June  8, 

1  9  2  7  ,  an  invitation  was 
extended  to  Queen's  to 
participate  in  an  invitational 
intercollegiate  women's  tennis 
tournament  in  Toronto  in 
October,  1927.

The  Toronto  Tennis  Club 
graciously  allowed  us  to  play 
on  their  courts.  During  the 
competition  to  select  the  four 
Varsity  team  members,  Dorothy 
Fraser  sustained  a  knee  injury 
and  was  forced  to  withdraw 
(this  was  most  unfortunate 
both  for  Dorothy  and  for  the  U 
of  T)  . 

Western  won  the  Singles 
title  and  Toronto  the  Doubles, 
with  Toronto  winning  the 
over-all  title.  The  tourna¬ 
ment  continued  with  a  three- 
team  format  until  1931-32  when 
the  four-member  Women's  Inter¬ 
collegiate  Tennis  league  was 
formed . 

Members  of  the  first 
Varsity  Women's  Intercoll¬ 
egiate  Tennis  Championship 
team  were  Norma  Bateman,  Joyce 
Finlay,  Margaret  Grout  and 
Ruth  Higgins. 

Editorial  Note: 

Tennis  competition  for 
Varsity  women  began  with  the 
formation  of  "The  Club"  in 
1893.  Official  intercollege 
competition  began  soon  after 
the  formation  of  the  Women's 
Athletic  League  in  1905  under 
the  sponsorship  of  Mrs.  Ramsay 
Wright  who  presented  the  first 
trophy  in  1905-06  for  the  team 
championship.  This  trophy  is 
still  awarded  to  the 
individual  Varsity  champion, 
and  is  the  oldest  women's 
trophy  still  in  use. 

The  0  of  T  women’s 
Intercollegiate  Tennis  teams 
have  continued  the  winning 
tradition  begun  in  1927  and 
during  the  60-year  history  of 
Intercollegiate  competition, 
52  team  championships  have 
been  declared.  Competition 
was  cancelled  three  times 
owing  to  bad  weather  and  five 
times  during  World  War  II  with 
irsity  being  declared 
nampions  25  times  and 
—champions  six  times.
